Daring the past fortnight ovr yarn market, 
we are sorry to say, has suffered a still further 
decline in values, and prices have gone bats 
$1 to $1.50 per bale. This is simply due to 
the over-anxicty of some ipiporters:- to qui. 
Though rupee exchange has dropped alnce date 
of our last report; and a rise in ‘prices might 
have been expected in consequence, the re- 
verso has happened,and contrary to the usual 
precedents we have to note, as a’ready. stated,, 
lower values all round, .
